On the date this is printed in the 
official organ of the National As 
sociation of the Deaf, now a power- 
ful organization of over 1300 mem- 
bers, the legislatures in most states 
will convene for their biennial 
session. Accordingly it is up to 
the deaf everywhere, young and 
old, superintelligent or " general av- 
erage," to roll up their sleeves and 
Work for the passage of anti-Impos 
tor laws, or maintain for two more 
long years a state of innocuous 
desuetude. 

Every reader of the Journal is 
expected to write to at least one 
member of both branches of his or 
her state legislature, urging active 
support in behalf of an Impostor 
Bill. A courteous, kindly, encour- 
aging letter to your representatives 
&t the capitol will strike a respon- 
sive strain, for law makers — like the 
rest of us— have, their woes and 
worries, and a little prni.se instead of 
the customary censure is appreciat- 
ed. Legislators are generally glad 
enough to support any good move 
incut, the trouble is they don't 
know what their constituents want 
Unless we tell them. 

Each state chief would do well to 
draft au anti-impostor law immediate- 
ly, at once, right now, the very mo 
ment they reach the end of this letter. 
Begin the New Year right. DO 
IT NO W ! Put this copy of the Jou r 
nai, in your pocket, don your ear- 
muffs, overcoat, hat and brogans, and 
go out to see some of your favorite 
friends Get their cooperation, solicit 
suggestions, discuss the matter from 
all angles and get them to include in 
their New Year Resolutions some- 
thing like this : 

" I resolve to spend all my spare 
moments working for the Impostor 
Hill, and to eat nothing but food, 
drink nothing -but liquids, and smoke 
nothing but tobacco, until it shall be- 
come a law." 

If you meet oue of those abuoxious 
pests, a chronic grouch, who at- 
tempts to throw cold water over your 
enthusiasm, ask him how many til 
he has been gruflly refused a chance 
at some good job simply because 
some begging Imjiostor poisoned 
the employers mind against the 
deaf as a class. 

It is hard to draft a model law of 
this sort. Conditions vary in diffe- 
rent states. Appended are copies of 
the law in Minnesota and New York 
and the proposed laws in Mississippi 
and Washington. I am asking Rev. 
Cloud to send on a copy of the law 
he had introduced in the Missouri 
legislature, ]>erhaps Editor l 
Will receive and run it herewith also.

less than one month nor more than 
six months, or by a fine of not less 
than $10, nor more than 1900, 01 by 
both tine and imprisonment. 

The above bill got as far as the 
second reading, but the Legislature 
adjourned before the third and final 
rending could be had. 



MISSOURI BILL. 

Home Bill 901. 47lh General As- 
sembly of Missouri, 1913, Intro- 
duced by Representative Qeo. 

Lloyd, of St, Louis. 

AN ACT. 
TO prohibit, impersonating blind, 
deaf and destitute persons, and 
others physically defioleOt, for the 
purpose of obtaining money falsely, 
with a penally for same. 

Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the Slate of Missouri us 
follows : 

Section 1. A person engaged 
in practicing or attempting any 
trlok or device to procure money 01 
any thing of value, if such trick or 
device is made H public offense by 
any law of this State, or any per- 
son engaged in soliciting, or pro- 
curing, attempting to solicit or pro- 
cure money or any thing of value, 
if falsely pretending or represent 
ing himself to be blind, deaf, dumb, 
without leg" or arms, or t<> be other- 
wise physically deficient, or to be 
suffering from any physical defect 
or Infirmity. Every person, upon 
conviction thereof, be punished by 
iinpiisonment not exceeding ninety 
days, or a Hue not, exceeding one 

hundred dollars. 

The above bill is one of many 
which the la«i neeeiou of the Mis 
SOUr I Legislature failed to reach 
before final adjournment. It was 
unopposed — the blind of the Slate 
joined with the deaf in favoring its 
passage. The bill will ngaill be 
put forward at the coming session 
of the Legislature. 

This admirable law was placed on 
the Minnesota statutes four years 
ago : 

8. A person engaged in practicing or at- 
tempting any trick or device to procure 
money or other thing of value, if such 
trick or device is made a public offensive 
by any law of this Stute, or any | 
engaged in soliciting, procuring or attempt 
ing to solicit 01 procure money or other 
thing of value by falsely pretending end 

representing himself to be blind, deaf, 
dumb, without arms or legs OT to be othei 

wi.e physically doiuicnt 01 to be suffering 
from any physical defect or infirmity. 

Kvery such person shall upon conviction 

thereof be punished by Imprisonment not 

oik ninety (90) days, or by 1 fine 
not exceedingone hundred dollars (ft 100). 

Please note the above carefully 
avoids any " class legislation," which 
would render the law urn-oust it 11- 
tional should a prisoner have money 
with which to appeal — and most of 
the Impostor class have plenty of 
money, easy money. 

New York State has had such a 
law some thirty years, section 570 of 
the Commercial code reading : 

" Any person who shall wilfully and in- 
tentionally fraudulently represents himself 

•slf to t>e a deaf and dumb parSOfl in 

Ordei to collect, receive or otherwise obtain 
moneys, food, clothing or anything of 
value whatever, is guilty of a mlsdi 
or." 

At its last session the Mississippi 
legislature had the following: — 

" Senate Hill No. 478. — An act to amend

county jail of the county for a period not 
exceeding six mouths, or both, at the 
discretion of tne court. 

If you can't pay a lawyer to draw 
up a good bill, it might be a good 
idea to clip them out and seud to the 
legislator selected to father the 
Hill. He will use his judgment. 
If possible, select some one you know 
personally, or some one who has 
evinced interest in the deaf. ,If you 
do not know, then the Superinten- 
dent of your state school may be able 
recommend just the man In Wash- 
ington State we are fortunate in hav- 
ing Mr. Marshall stand sponsor for 
the Bill. Before resigning to be- 
come County Auditor four years ago, 
he was, for twelve years, a teacher 
here in the Vancouver School. 

Getting a Bill introduced is not a 
difficult matter, but the real work 
begins then. It will probably be 
referred to some committee. There 
it will die unless its friends labor 
diligently in its behalf. That is what 
committees are for, to smother and 
kill all bills for which there seems 
no pressing demand. When the de- 
mand is apparent, the Bill comes out 
and is voted on. 

Find out from the Father of the 
Bill what committee the matter was 
referred to, and the names and ad- 
dresses of the committeemen. Then 
get a wiggle on. Get half a dozen 
aggressive friends — the I'm-so-dis- 
couraged sort wou't do. Have them 
drop a line every two or three days 
to one or all of the committeemen 
diplomatically craving their kind 
and distinguished consideration of 
the Bill, and expressing a heartfelt 
hope it will receive their favorable 
report. Make every letter different 
and in each letter give some good 
reason why the Bill is badly needed. 
Logic and diplomacy are what carry 
weight, not fuss and bluster. Write 
often, at least twice a week, keep up 
a steady, insistent siege, and the al- 
1 1 1 finally surrender and report 
the Bill for final reading stamped 
with their approval. Then, if a 
majority of both houses and the gov- 
ernor have been convinced it is a 
necessary law, passage is assured. 

Results are what count, not ex- 
cuses. Those who go about it aright 
should have anti- Impostor legislation 
to show at the San Francisco Fair. 
Kach successful state chief will pro- 
bably be asked for a brief report in 
convention assembled, and all honor 
will be accorded the victors. It will 
cost postage, to be sure, for the N. 
A. D is not in a position financially 
to defray expense. Those having 
the good of the deaf at heart, how- 
ever, will not begrudge two ot three 
dollars in stamps and statiouery. 
The ultimate good of the legislation, 
and the favorable advertising the 
daily papers will carry, can not 
be measured in dollars and cents. 

Volunteers wanted. Volunteers 
wanted everywhere, in every state, 
in every town and hamlet. The 
more the merrier -merrier for us, 
not for the impost

Campbell said he was 21 years 
old, the police way, and admits that 
he has worked the " mute" game 
for some time. His story, the po- 
lice ray, is that he lo*t his speech 
and hearing as the result of au ex- 
plosion several months ago. — 
Springfield, Mass , Union. 

•Recently an old man was arrest- 
ed in llolyoke by a patrolman who 
is acquainted with the deaf, whose 
suspicions were aroused. On the 
way the station he admitted that 
he whh not deaf, but was successful 
in working this deaf game. He was 
given a month in the workhouse.

I told Miss Yale that 
it was very Improbable that a young 
sign-taught deaf man living alone 
with a deaf sister could reside alone 
without looking up people of their 
own kind, and told hei that I 
suspected that she had been Impos 
ed upon. 

If this man was an impostor, it 
clearly shows how boldly they carry 
on their base and nefarious work. 
In approaching persons whose life 
work and sympathies are for the 
deaf, I hey are sure of some cenour- 
ageinont if (hey are smooth and 

olevei enough. 

From the way some writer In the 

Journal writes, outsiders are apt to 

think that the members of llolyoke 
Division N. K. S D. are working 
haul anil raising a large amount, of 
money for the local fund to pay the 
Division delegates expenses to 
Omaha The facts in the casr, how 
ever, are that the Division's funds 

have not been Increased a cent Ou 
the contrary, between thirty and 
fifty dollars have been taken from 
the local fund to tide over mem- 
bers out of work, and the end is 
not yet, but an effort is being made 
to keep the fund from getting any 
lower.

We think of a leaf as something 
thin and broad, its edges as smooth- 
ly rounded, prettily scalloped, or 
nicely toothed, aud that its color is 
of a pleading green. Many plants 
have leaves shaped somewhat like 
the apple leaf This shape is called 
oval On some plauts these oval 
leaves are smooth on the edge ; on 
others the edges are toothed, like 
the leavesof the chestnut oak. 

The leaves of some plants are 
coarsely toothed; on other plants 
the teeth are very fine. Many 
barbs, such as the astets and gold 
en rods of our woods, as well as the 
wild sun-flowers, have Dot only 
leaves with both coarse and fine 
teeth, but also have many small 
leaves with smooth edges, all on the 
same plaut. A leaf may be a very 
long oval, or a very short and broad 
one, and some lea\ almost 

ton ml. 

Then, again, there are leaves of 
a heart shape. Some morning- 
glory plants have such leaves. 
Many plants have scalloped lea\ . 
Nearly all our Canadian oaks have 
such leaves. 

Here is a leaf of a very curious 
shape, and a pretty leaf it is. It 
grows on very large and tall trees, 
called tulip trees, so named because 
they have large Sowers shaped 
somewhat like a tulip. These spi- 
el id trees grow in some parts of 
Canada and the United Stab 

The willow has long lance-shaped 
leaves, and our maple trees bs 
very handsome leaves, somewhat 
star-shaped. These are only a t 
of all the countless leaves in the 
world, whose shape are so many 
and so different and that a large 
book would not bold pictures of 
them all. 

Leaves are for the most part- thin 
and broad. Being thin they are 
light, and a tree with its many 
little branches can hold thousands 
upon thousands of them and not 
break down. Being broad, they 
can touch a good deal of air; and 
that is just what the plant wants 
them to do. It wants them to take 
iu from the air all the food they can. 
And how do the leaves do this? 
Ilv a kind of breathing. A h 
has a skin on each side of it, and 
the skin on the low has a 

great many fine holes. There are 
many thousands of snob fine In- 
ill 'he skill of a leaf; and through 
these holes thp air gets inside of the 
There a part of the air joins 
the sap or juice that has come up 
from the roots, andi tl 
gether make the food on which the 
whole plant feeds. 

•I yon can see why the leaves 
are broad and thin. They are thin, 
so that the plant can have a gr« 
many and not break down ; aud 
I hey are broad, so Unit much aii 1 
get into them. The air is fluid, and 
yields ; and so the leaves can come 
out on ilie plant wherever they like, 
uise the aii gives way. 
When the wind blows, theleav 
bend and flutter about, but \h 
hold fast to the branches by their 
tough little stalks; and if a few of 
the weaker ones do blow off, it d 
not matter much, for the plant has 
plenty more left. The firm, round 
trunk hardly moves, and the strong 
round branches bend over, but do 
not break; while the root in the 
ground below ho: 

There are plants, however, tl 
have very slender, ttee«lle-like 
leaves. All the many different 
kinds of pinea have such leaves, 
which for the mi bang from 

the trees in banc >ra- 

gus plant, the young shoots of which 
we eat, has thread-like loaves that 
come out ou the stems in round 
clusters There are many other 
plants with leaves not thicker than 
pins ; and some plants have v- 
short and thick leaves.

are attached to branches are not all 
alike. Some are round and some- 
what stiff and do not allow their 
leaves to move about much. Others 
are not so stiff and their leaves have 
more motion. The leaf stalks of 
the poplar are flat and thin,

PROVIDENCE. R. I. 

Bdwfn (j. Huid, Principal of the 
Sebvol for the Deaf, gave an ad- 
dress on, "The Education of the 
Deaf," at the Stale Normal School, 
recently The talk was illustrated 
by stereopticon views made espe- 
cially for the occasion, and de- 
monstrations were given by several 
s of children. Mr Huid said 
in part : — 

"There are seveial lines of work 
in our school In the school room 
we endeavor to cover the ground 
of the grammar schools. In the 
Manual Training oi Industrial 
Department we endeavor to give 
every boy and girl an occupation 
or trade, in order that be or she 
may become self-supporting. 

" In the general life of the school, 
we endeavor to train our boys anil 
girls to be upright and honest — to 
appreciate the finer things in life, 
and to be helpful, self-iespccting- 
law-abiding citizens. We try to 
make them happy and to love and 
cultivate in life that in which will 
make for happiness Last, or should 
first, we teach tl ( boys 

and girls to speak arid understand 
the epeeeb of others. For this is 
the initial point of their develop- 
ment, 

"A deaf child is like all other 
children, except that he is deprived 
of the sense of hearing. Be has 
everything in common with every 
other child except that he cannot 
hear. It may be that he was bom 
without this sense Of this sense may 
have been destroyed after birth by 
severe illness or accident In con- 
•equeues Of this deafness the child 
doe- not learn to speak naturally by 
imitating the speech of others about 
him, as children who hear do, but he 
must be taught to speak. 

"This we do in our school and 
we teach those children to under- 
stand speech by watching or reading 
the lips of the speaker, and we 
tew Oh them how to use and under- 
stand the English language, for tbe 
deaf child has no knowledge of 
words aud their meaning at the 
first. 

"It is a public necessity to estab- 
lish and maintain schools for this 
class of children, and tbe 
schools for the deaf in every State 
of the Union, except two."

Old Saybrook. 

Nearly three centuries ago, this 
noted town was founded and settled, 
at the mouth of the beautiful Con- 
necticut River, under the auspices 
of " Lords Say, Seal and Brook," 
from whom it takes its name. It is 
noted on many accounts; to only 
name them, would fill a book. A 
fort was first built there, a huge 
mound of earth, to command the 
navigation of the river, and as pro- 
tection from the dominant Pequot 
tribe of Indians. For over two 
centuries, this fort enclosure held 
the monumental tomb of " Lady 
Fenwich," wife of its commander. 
She was the first white woman who 
died there. Saybrook is renowned 
as the spot where Yale College was 
first located. It was a school for 
young men, during seventeen years, 
when, amid much opposition, it was 
transferred as a college to New Hav- 
en. Mr. David Bushnell, a native of 
.Saybrook, who, during the Revolu- 
tionary War, was a student at Yale, 
was the inventor of the first known 
submarine put into operation in 
America or the world. 

It was the predecessor of that un- 
der- the- water monster that recently 
has shown its power to destroy even 
huge modern armored warships. 
This earliest "submarine" was call- 
ed the "American Turtle," "de- 
signed to blow ships out of the 
water." Mr. Bushnell conceived 
the idea when at college, and after 
his graduation, at the age of 30, he 
constructed and perfected this water- 
boat, exploding machine, during a 
year at Saybrook, in 1776. He 
then, after a successful trial in the 
Connecticut River, had it conveyed 
to New York, to use against the 
British ships in that harbor. It was 
constructed in the shape of a tortoise, 
as of the two upper shells joined to- 
gether. It was about seven and 
one-half feet long by six feet in 
height. It had a brass top (with 
eight glass eyes), in which the head 
of the operator could be placed when 
guiding the l>oat. It also had in it 
two brass tubes to admit fresh air 
when required. Water was admit- 
ted at will, to siuk the boat to ne- 
cessary depth, which by a force 
pump could be ejected to ride to the 
surface. Attached to the body of 
the boat was the exploding machine 
containing a magazine of powder. 
This was so contrived, that when 
the submarine went under the ship, 
it ran down to the keel, which, 
when touching, raised a spring that 
freed the magazine from the sub- 
marine boat, fastening it to the 
ship; then at the same time drawing 
a pin, which would set a watch ago- 
ing to spring a lock at a given time, 
to cause the explosion. 

The boat was propelled by a foot 
pedal, on a pair of paddles. The 
initial attempt to use this subma- 
rine was made against the British 
warship Eagle, flagship of Admiral 
Howe. I of the illness of 

the inventor, Bushnell, another man 
was substituted to operate the boat 
Hence, the attempt failed. Not be- 
cause the boat was not perfectly 
navigable, but because the new man 
was unable to securely fasten the 
exploding machine to the ship's 
hull. 

The machine arose to the side of 
the ship, arid exploded with appall 
ing force, shaking the war vessel, 
and throwing volumes of water sky- 
high, to the great consternation of 
the ship's crew Mr Bushnell, 
subsequently became captain of a 
corps of sappers and miners, and 
served to the end of the war.
